Light and evidence are 


certainly what we all want on this or 


any other subject. But I must ask 


him to Wait patiently another week 


since there is hardly time as I write for- 
the preparation of a paper worthy of |: 


the theme for the present TOWNSMAN. 
In the meantime that he may have 


‘somethifig to reflect upon, I would 


’ commend to his attention the follow- 


ing extract from an article which I 
find in a recent New York Voice, which 
covers similar ground and corroborates 
the position taken in the communica- 
tion to which “‘J.”’ refers. The name 
of the writer is F. G. Minshall of New 
York City, who is evidently a physi- 
cian and a student, and seems to know 
what he is talking about. 

He says: ‘‘New comes’ the interest- 
ing question, What is yeast? .Is it a 


Wegetable or an animal organism? Is 


alcohol a vegetable product, or.an ani- 
mal excretion—a waste fluid, as urine, 
excreted by an animal? (See Thomas’ 
Medical Dictionary.) In Bloxam’s 
Chemistry, New American form, the 
fifth English edition. page 687, we 


_ read: ‘Between the c....nistry of veg- 


etable and that of animiul-life there is 
this fundamental distinction, that the 


. former.is eminently. constructive and 


the latter destructive. The plant, sup- 
plied with compounds of the simptest 
kind— carbonic’ acid, water, and am- 
nonia—constructs such complex sub- 
stances as albumen and sugar; whilst 
the animal, iucapable of deriving sus- 
tenance from the simple compounds, 
being fed with those of a more complex 
character, converts them eventually, 
for the most part; inte the very mate- 
tials with which thé constructive work 
of the plant commenced.”’ 

Judging the yeast cell by the above, 
we must class it as an animal, forts 
work, as we have seen, is destructive— 
reduces complex vegetable products to 
very low compounds, one being car- 
bonic acid gas, a substance with which 
the constructive work of the plant 
begins, the other alcohol, a volatile 
liquid which if left to itself would evap- 
orate or change to acetic acid [vinegar.] 

Again we find that yeast, like ani- 
mals, cannot live on sugar and water 
alone, but must have flesh-formers, 
such as albumen, casein or gluten, 
each of which is a nitrogenous com- 
pound, together with mineral salts. If 
two glass vessels, one containing a pure 
watery solution of glucose, the other 
containing grape juice, be kept side by 
side in a warm place, it will be noticed 
that in the former no fermentation will 
take place, while in the latter a very 
active fermentation will ina few days 
set up, although such grape: juice may 
have been kept in air-tight vessels un- 
fermented for years. The yeast germs, 
in ‘the above case, get from the atmos- 
phere into the solutions, but can only 
thrive in the solution containing all 
foods necessary for their sustenance. 
Such foods are identical with those 
required by other animals. The amount 
of flesh-formers required by yeast is 
very small, ag is seen by its being , able 
to subsist ina watery solution of Honey; 
the amount of flesh-formers in which 
is very small (see Materia Medica and 
Therapeutics, first edition, by Robert 
T. Edes, B.A., M.D.; p. 29, also” Lan- 
dois and Sterling’ 8 Human Physiology, 
p. 390); - 

~Again we find that vegetables ‘absorb 
and store up heat from the*rays of the 
sun; they also decompose -carbonic 
acid gas and setoxygenfree. Animals, 
on the contrary, liberate, or as we say 
produce, heat by the oxydation of veg- 
etable-products within their own organ- 
isms. In doing this they use up oxy- 
gen and produce and throw off carbonic 
acid gas. The yeast cell, like animals, 
during its vital activity and develop- 
ment, produces heat and carbonic acid 
gas, as is seen by the increase of‘ tem- 
perature and the rise of: above named 
gas in yeast fermenting liquids. 

Now, as we find the food and actions 
of the yeast microbe coinciding with 
those of the animal, we have no alter- 
native but to recognize yeast as an ani- 
mal organism. 

Next. What is alcohol? Its physi- 
cal properties and chemical composi- 
tion we now know; we,also know that 
yeast is: the only thing that produces 
alcohol; that its production’ is due to 
the vital action of the yeast cell; that 
yeast is ‘an animal organism} that alco- 
hol and carbonic acid ‘gas are two of 
its waste products. Charles F, Chand- 
ler, Professor of Physics. and Chemis- 
try at the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, New York Cifyysaid in my 
hearing; ‘“The yeast anifial eats sugar, 
passes alcohol, and spits out carbonic 
acid gas.’’

How much do you Weigh? 

A man who is anxious to know how 
much he weighs can step on a scale, 
put a penny in the slot, and he will 
soon find out. 

If he wishes to know how much’ he 
weighs as a temperance man, that also 
is easily answered. The way for him 
to find out is to walk up to the ballot 
box and pat a ticket in the slot, and on 
the evening of election day see for 
what that ticket is counted. After that 
both his political friends and foes will 
know exactly how much he weighs in 
support of the temperance cause. 

How much you weigh as a man who 
cares for the poor and needy is a ques- 
tion that can be solved by putting coins 
in the slots of contribution boxes for 


charitable objects. The annual reports’ 


show the benevolent weight of the sup- 
porters of charitable institutions, and 
you can tell how much of that weight 
belongs to you. 

What’s your weight as a reformer? 
The people will size you up after you 
have been in the field for a few years 
and have shown to what extent your 
interest in the reform is unselfish and 
patriotic. 

How much do you weigh as a good 
father or mother? That depends alto- 
gether on how much faithful and lev- 
ing care you have bestowed upon the 
Plasticlittte~hearts”-of- your children; 
and how often you have denied your- 
self some pleasure that you might help 
to instruct or gratify them. Their 
future hives will indicate the weight of 
your parental influence. 

How much de you weigh as a good 
citizen? Put yourself on the scales and 
weigh. yourself by the time, thought, 
and work you have given to. efforts to 
make your country, state, city, or town 
better. 

What is your weight in your home 
and social circle? Test it by consider- 
ing how many pounds of good nature 
you have contributed to.make your 
home and friends more cheerful. An 
ounce of sweetness will make you 
weigh more at home than a pound of 
undue-harshness or fretfulness. 

If you want to know how much you 
weigh as a sinner, the best thing for 
you to do is te step on to the seales and 
load yourself up with ‘all thé cross 
words and peevish looks you have been 
guilty of for only one week. And if 
that is not sufficient, add your vain and 
evil thoughts, your dislikes, aud your 
hatreds. The ‘pointer’? will. make 
you feel ashamed, even though you 
may not care to confess 1t. 

Ihave lived many years, yet men- 
tally, morally, and spiritually how lean 
I am—fit only to be classed with the 
A heavy man or woman 
as regards all these qualities which -go

School Supervision. 


It is a most singulat fact that, while 
the necessity of skilled supervision in 


all: mechanical and mercantile estab-| 


lishments is fully-xecognized by all, it 
- is not generally thought of great impor- 
tance in planning and carrying outa 
system of education; and where the 
office of Superintendent is made, its 


-viser as well as an executor. 


duties are not uncommonly looked 


er asakind of convenience to the 


of the duties of a Superintendent of 
Schools. The business of education or, 
teaching itself has’ not been fully ap- 
preciated. _ It is only just béing, recog- 
nized as apart anda mceveven by 
the teachers themselves, and it is no 
wonder that a work which everybody 
thinks himself capable of understand- 
ing and doing is thought to require no 
special skill of planning’ or directing. 
Assuming, then, that there is no work 
so difficult or so important as the train- 
ing of the human mind, let us consider 
the part that a Superintendent may 
have in that great work. 

In the first place, it will be seen from 
the very necessities of the case that.the 
Superintendent must. have ideas, and 
that he must be ready to use them 
when and where they are the most 
needed. ‘He should put himself, there- 
fore, at once into the position of an ad- 
As an 
adviser he has to act directly with the 
School Committee and with the teach- 
ers. In regard to. what should he ad- 
vise the School Committee? First; and 
mos¢ important of all, he should advise | 
in regard to the qualifications and ap- 
pointment of teachers. If the Super- 
intendent is held responsible for re- 
sults, he should certainly have a voice 
in selecting those who are to carry out 
his plans; and if he is at all fitted for. 
the position he holds, he should under- 
stand better than any member of the 
Committeé is likely to understand, the 
qualifications necessary to a good 
teacher. | 

Next in importance to selecting good 
teachers is procuring suitable books and 
apparatus, and it should devolve upon 
the Superintendent 1o advise both as to 
the kind and amount of these neces- 
sary means of teaching. 

The plan or course cf study is by law 
to be arranged by the School Commit- 
tee. It is perhaps needless to say that 
they will rely very largely upon the ad 
vice of the Superintendent m perform- 


ing this important duty. He has, or 


ought to have, in mind:the order and 


‘dependence of the work desired from 


beginning to end; and the adjustment 
of it in terms and classes must neces- 
sarily depend largély upon the plan he 
has in mind. 


Important as are these advisory duties 
in shaping the work of the schools, 
those which are of an executive char- 
acter are even more important; for, in 
the performance of his executive 
duties, the Superintendent comes in 
direct contact with the schools and 
teachers. Classification, promotions, 
methods, of discipline and teaching,— 
in short, everything pertaining to the 
actual working of:the school, — must 
receive his attention. He should not 
only lay before the teachers his plans 
and purposes, but he should—indicate: 
theoretically and practically how . they 
may be carried out; what errors should 
be avoided in discipline and instruc- 
tion, and what methods will best 
accomplish the ends desired. In all 
this he must not only have reasons for 
his criticisms and adyice, but he should 
give thase reasons at, all times, always 
respecting the intelligence and feelings 
of others. Nowhere are arbitrary dic- 
tation and the forcing of particular 
methods more improper than in the 
schoolroom. In all of his dealings with 
the teachers he must, in order to secure 
the best results, gain their confidence. 
He must make them feel that he fs not 
only their director, but also their 
helper itt alt that pertains to their ardu- 
ous duties. One of the best means of 
giving assistance isthe teacher’s meet- 
ing; which should- beheld -as~ often” 
as once,a month, and in such divisions 
as will best enable him to‘ accomplish 
what he-desires. Fhstruction in gen- 
eral principles and in paaticular meth- 
ods of teaching each branch shou!d be 
given by the Superintendent, and if 
sufficient time for this is not found at 
the regular méetings, other times 
should be appointed. Such instruction 
will be found especially necessary for 
those teachers who have never received 
instruction in the theory of teaching. 
In addition to general plans and meth-, 
ods given at the teachers’ grade meet- 
ings, it will be found necessary to sup- 
plement the printed Course of Study 
with certain topical details that cannot 
be given in a brief course. Here the 
danger of limiting-and narrowing. the 
teachers’ work must be carefully 
avoided, Many of the topits may well 
be quite ‘general in character, the 
teacher being allowed to supply neces- 
sgry details. But frequently there will 
be weak places all along the: line which 
need strengthening. Sometimes. posi- 
tive arid particular directions, therefore 
are necessary; and the Superintendent 
will find the teachers’ meeting a con- 
venient place to give and explain them. 

~Bul by far the most impertant part 
of the Superintendent’s -work is done 
in the schoolroom, Without an inti- 
mate knowledge of the work done there 
he can neither be able to point out ex- 
isting errors.»nor suggest peeded im- 
provements. His visits will assume a

and frequently the assistance can best 
be given by example in the class-1oom, 


The exampnations by the Superin- 
tendent should be sometinies oral and 
sometimes written; sometimes espec- 
ially applicable to a certain school, and | 4 
sometimes uniform. Each method has 
its uses. By written ‘examinations 
there are ascertained what all have 
really gained of a given subject, and 
their ability to put their acquirements 
in proper shape. Oral examinations 
test the amount of thought that has 
been awakened in the teaching as well’ 
as of information that has been gained; 
whilé both kinds, oral and written, in- 
dicate to the teacher in a {genetal way 
the direction that the work may take, 
and fsuggest to him new lines of 
thought. 

There is one part of the Superinten- 
dent’s work which has been somewhat 
neglected ,in the past,—that of educat- 
ing public sentiment im favor-of the+— 
of letting the people . know 
what he is trying to do, so as to get 
their support and-co-operation. Public 
meetings should be held ‘for the pur- 
pose of explaining methods of teaching 
and discipline, and for answering any 
questions that may be proposed. But 
before the community at large, the 
School Committee have claims in the 
same direction. . Frequent reports 
should be’made to them by the Super- 
intendent _of,. the condition and. pro-. 


ress of the schools, aiid of what he is’. 


doing for their improvement... Half.of 
the time that is now spent in commit- 


.tee meetings in the discussion of some 


trivial or personal matter may well be 
given to hearing from the Superinten- 
dent,—his doings, plans, and views 
touching any part of the school-work.

The objections to employing 4 Super- 
intendent, of to continuing the office, 
often arise from-a wrong impression of 
the character of the work to be done. 
To rightly perform his work the Super- 
intendent must know thoroughly the 
theory, the practice, and the end of 
‘teaching... He must be thoroughly in 
love with his profession and committed 
to it as a life work. He cannot welldo 
the work for supervision and of any- 
thing else at the same time; but his 
whole thought should-be—given—to.the 
principles and the practice of educa- 
tion. Those, therefore, who are super- 
intending schools to eke out an insuffi- 
cient salary earned from some other 
employment, or who cannot bring to 
the work of supervision an undivided 
interest in it, should stand aside. The 
schools have suffered too long from 
poor supervision as well as from no 
supervision. Some: Superintendents 
have been simply doing the errands of 
the School Committee, or they have 
spent their time in issuing bulletins of 
directions and examination’ questions 
from their office, and called the work 
supervision. True,skilled supervision, 
as it exists in some places, is found to 
bea most valuable aid to the schoolsin 
bringing out the best results; ~ Inteed,” 
if everyone could see the difference be- 
tween the education of'children whefe 
itis directed by a wise leader, there 


would be a great uprising 1m favor of | 


supervision. and against the waste of 
the public money where there is no 
wise direction. 

Much of the criticism: that is now 
made of-our public. schools is doubtless 
well, foftnded.” Every intelligent test 
that is-made demo es thé fag! that 
subjects.are ht at the wrobg time 
and in the wrong way. In. many ‘of 
the schools original thinking-is not en- 
couraged, and the powers of. observa- 


tion and attention are not developed as | 


they should be, . There is not found 
oftén enough that practicalness of work 


which 18 involyed ina good method of 


study, and which implies discipline and 
facility as well as the acquisition of 
knowledge. The remedy in part for all 
this hes in a thorough and _ intelligent 
supervision of the schools,-a super- 
vision which will detect faults wherever 
they may be. and supply the needed 
corrective; and there is no community 
in this Commonwealth that ean afford 
to be without it,—not even the smallest 
town. 


Fear of ‘‘one man power”’’ ought not 
to deter towns from securing this 
needed service. Nothing need be taken 
from the authority of the School Com- 
mittee, for they will still retain, as they 
should, “the géneral charge and guper- |.

But $500 for sidewalks! . against 
$2000 in No. Andover and more: than 
this in twelve other towns in our state 
smaller than Andover. Economy is a 
queer mule to handle. 


It is to be hoped that the selectmen 
will not waver in their decision on the 
Street railway. matter. Our news col- 
umns say that the matters of paving 
and iron poles are not to the satisfac- 
tion of the road officials. We under- 
stand that these provisions are very 
similar to what is required from many 
other electric street railways in our 
country and are not any more stringent 
The verdict grows more universal, that 
the provisions of the. selectmen’s grant 
are very fair te thé company, as. well 
as careful of the rights of Andover, 

. If the franchise is a valuable one, 
let Andéver get some benefit from it.

Now I am hot 
a mathematician but I can’t see the great 
economy in this thing. We shall not be 
much better lighted when we get all ‘the: 
lights in the shops out, but when the 
shops are all lighted there is very little 
need of extra light. It looks to me that 
people feel we must do it because others. 
do it, but I can’t see the economy in it. 
There will be a great cry for lights in all 
directions if we light-this part of the 
town brightly. I don’t know but this is 
Sodom and Gomorrah. Should think it 
was. People want to get out of the 
darkness. I think this is merely a step 
towards greater expense later from what 
I could gather from the reports although 
I could not hear. them distinctly. If the 
readers of reports would come forward 
and face the audience, we could hear 

something. 

(Mr. Wardwell caused. considerable 
mirth and at the end was vigorously 
applauded.) 

Mr. Draper :—This proposition is, of 
course, very taktng. All large cities have~ 
them. We have triéd here to get a little 
light on the subject before us. I have 
hat*sometting to do with ‘the street 
lights before this. I can say that the 
lights which are contemplated to coyer’ 
the territory do not cover the territory 
covered by the present system.

Draper said the expenses’ for lights had 
already been doubled and trebled in the 
last few years and if the- town insisted 
on paying tlie nidney they could put'two 
oil lights. between each two which we 
now have and could scatter them over a 
much larger territory. A good many 
persons supplied private lights which 
were lighted. by the town. He thought 
the town would lose these and no electric 
lights could be putin their places, “Mr. 
Ripley however said that it was contem- 
plated to, put one, light in particular 
where one of these private lights was, 
and he: thought the matter would be 
taken care of and sufficient light given 
to all. 

Mr Wells:—If we had a large niamber 
of oil lamps the ground could be covered, 
but the question is whether it is better 
for the town to be well lighted in most of 
its territory or insufficiently or very badly 
indeed over a very large territory. -It 
seems there is no dispute that it is better 
to have a thing well done than poorly, 
very poorly done. I am-sure that the 
citizens will be doing a grave injury if 
they do not accept this change, and adopt 
an electric lighting system. If-the lights 
were used on the streets it would not be 
very long before they were used in the 
stores and houses. 

Geo. Ripley:—As I understand the 
proposition beford the meeting it super- 
sedes the vote appropriating $1500 for 
lighting. Will the motion accomplish it? 

Moderator:—-There is no motion to in- 
crease the appropriation to $2800. The 
Selectmen were instructed to contract 
with the Andover Electrical Co. for 
$2800. Reads motion. 

Peter Smith:—I would amend the mo- 
tion, and instead of the figures 12.30 a.m.

Cold waves are associated very close- 
ly with extensive areas of low barom- 
eter (regions of warm. ascending air); 
they usually occur to. the west and 
northwest of a low area and follow 
after it, The storm center moves in an 
easterly .or southeasterly direction: 
These, however, are not the severest 
kinds of cold waves, their effects last- 
ing but a short time, The severer and 
‘prolonged cold waves are associated 
with extensive areas of very high bar- 
ometric pressure, which make their 
first appearance in the regions north 
from Lake Winnipeg, in Manitoba. To- 
ward the west and of enormous extent 
they spread ‘southeast and east. The 
further east these high areas are the 
more important is the part they exe: 
cise in. the transmission of cold waver 
The advance of such a cold wave usual- 
ly does not exceed 300 miles in the 
twenty-four hours. . ae 

‘When, however, the cold wave of a 
high barometer comes in close pro- 
pinquity with an extensive area of low 
barometer, the ‘progress of its cold 
wave is much more rapid, averaging 
800 iniles in twenty-four hours, and the, 
territory over which there will be 20 
degs. fall of temperature’ will be over 
half a million square miles. The great 
‘advantage of knowing from twelve to 
thirty-six hours in advance that the 
temperaturé will fall quickly and de- 
cidedly applies to multiplied business 
and agricultural interests, besides af- 
fecting the comfort and. health of
